This refers to 
the men who were stationed at the out- 
lying poste of adistrict; but those who 
were residents at a principle fort, such an 
Norway Houee, could go and select their 
own eupplias, but, asin thecase of the 
others, only once a year, which was gener 
ally in the monthofApr 1. Thix practice 
of giving out supplies at a certain stated 
time was a yery wise regulation, as if the 
store was open utall timer there would 
have been nocnd to the wants of some 
men, and in consequence with the smal! 
amount of salary they received they would 
econ involve themselves hopelessly in 
debt. It was an excellent method fur 
teaching the men the principles of economy 
for as thé eeryante received their accounts 
current each year, they kaew exactly how 
much they had saved or expended, and 
by thfe means they cut down their expense 
as much as posible. Ase rule the Scotch 
were more economical in their outlay than 
their brethren the French. The former 
only purchaeed what was necessary and 
durable inthe way of clothing, looking 
more to personal comfort than outward 
show; while the latter were more inclined 
to flnery and gaudy adoromeat, 


Thegeneral clothing worn. ty the em- 
ployese of the Hudeon Bay Company in 
those days consisted of trousers made of 
dressed deer skin, with a jacket or doub- 
let ofthe same material, cloth leggings 
and the Hudeon Bay coat or capot witn a 
hood to cover the head 1n cold weather. 
The feet were protected by moccasins 
meade of dreesed =mooze skin, and instead 
of socks the feet were wrapped up ins 
thick cloth, called duffle, made for the 
purpose in England. The hands were 
protected by large mittens made of dress 
ed moose skin and ‘ined with duffle. These 
mittene Were worn suspended aronnd the 
neck by a string, which kept them conven 
tent for slipping the hands inand out of 
them when required to arrange anything 
that might be required. The undercloth 
ing coneimed ofa flanne) shirt, but no 
drawers were used, that being con‘ idered 
too cumbersome and heavy in running 
efter dog trains or in working and chop- 
ping in the woods. The main object 
eougntin winter clothing wae lightness 
combinal with warmth. Tov attaiu this, 
aething was more suitable than dressed 
deer ekin, on account of its lightness and 
impevioueness to the sharp, cold, cutting 
wiode. Without this necessary protection 
e dozen eloth coats, if one could get them 
oo, would not keep out the keen, cold 
wiude. Thies was the general dress of the 
Hadeon Bey Companv’e men iu the winter 
season; bu, of course, the appearance 
varied according tothe tastes of the wearer 
Some of the men would take no paine to 
make any dispiay in their dress; while 
others would have their coats, moccasins 
mmittens, leggineand oaps gaily adorned 
with fenoy coloured ribbons and bead 
work. The French end natives were peca, 
lier in this respect; #0 much eo that thes 
would forcibly remind one of @ hari quin’s 
eutit. They would have astream of many 
coloured ribbons flying frem their caps 
and from the hoods of their capet, while 
the same was hanging fiom the gar) 
tere that suspended theis leggings which 
were richly adorned with bead work.
